Reagan interview: 

U.S. seeks balanced Mideast role

WASHINGTON. - President 
Ronald Reagan said that the U.S. 
wants the Arab stales to understand 
that its involvement in the Middle 
East is not as the ally of only one 
state, and that the U.S. seeks a just 
peace settlement for them also. 

Reagan spelled out this U.S. goal 
in an interview with the Hearsi, 
Knight-Ridder and Gannett new- 
spaper chains, to appear today. The 
.U.S., he said, has made con- 
siderable progress towards this goal. 

Nevertheless, he said, the U.S. is 


also Israel's ally and will continue to 
uphold its commitments towards it. 

The tone of the exchanges 
between Israel and the U.S. would 
become more moderate now, he 
believed. 

Reagan referred to the recent 
tension between the U.S. and Israel 
as a dispute between friends and a 
temporary distraction. The presi- 
dent said that part of it stemmed 
from the U.S.' desire to make it 
clear to the Arab states that the 
US. seeks a just peace for all states 
in the region. 


The memorandum on strategic 
cooperation between Israel and the 
U.S., he said, had only been 
suspended. 

- In response to a hint in Premier 
Menachem Begin’s statement of 
last Sunday that the U.S. supplied 
Israel with information about Iraq's 
nuclear capacity, Reagan denied 
that this was so. 

He said that his administration 
was not aware of the information 
about the supply of nuclear 
materials to Iraq that had been ob- 
tained by the Carter administration.

WASHINGTON. — Communica- 
tions media in the U.S. are giving 
wide exposure to remarks made by 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon in a 
newspaper interview published on 
Friday, in which the minister con- 
demns the U.S. for breaking an 
agreement with Israel and accuses it 
of trying to force Israel back to its 
pre-June 1967 borders. 

Television networks and new- 
spapers feature*} the interview, 
which appeared in Yediot Aharonot, 
despite the Christmas weekend 
slowdown on news. The Slate 
Department issued a rare holiday 
statement, saying it had nothing to 
comment on the manner in which 
Sharon characterized U.S. foreign 



policy. The statement added, 
however, that the U.S. would not, 
for the moment, continue with the 
implementation of the Strategic 
Memorandum, which it suspended 
following the Knesset's passage; of 
the Golan Law last week. 

Interviewed last Wednesday night 
at his ranch home in southern Israel 
by Yedioi's Yeshayahu Ben-Porat, 
Sharon spoke at length on his con- 
troversial plan to reorganize the 
Defence Ministry and only dev.oted 
about 10 per cent of the interview to 
comments concerning the U.S. 
Some of the points he made: 

• "The Americans violated a writ- 
ten and signed* agreement between 
two countries. The memorandum 
states that it is possible to end it 


with a six-month warning. There is 
not even one word in the document 
about the possibility of suspending 
or postponing it," (Sharon goes on 
to say that, “formally, the 
memorandum exists.”) 

• “In ray opinion, and to the best 
of my knowledge, the United States 
has decided to cry to return Israel to 
the 1967 borders after next April. 
From this follows the importance of 
extending the law to the Golan. 
Israel had to make it unequivocally 
clear, by a substantive, legislative 
act, that it will not return to the *67 
borders.”

VIENNA. — An underground 
strike by 1,100 miners yesterday 
posed the last major challenge 
to military rule in Poland, War- 
saw Radio reported. 

The sit-in by the men, who oc- 
cupied the Piast mine in the Silesian 
coalfield when martial law was im- 
posed two weeks ago, was “the only 
critical and tragic spot” left, it ad- 
ded. 

The radio said all of Poland's big 
cities were calm as the country 
completed bleak Christmas celebra- 
tions because of the political crisis 
and food shortages. 

Other reports reaching the West, 
however, indicated continuing 
resistance, with the Warsaw branch 
of the Solidarity free hade union 
calling for more passive protests by 
workers. 

The union said in a bulletin cir- 
culated in the capital that such ac- 
tion would strengthen the hand of 
the Roman Catholic Church in 
negotiations wit& the authorities. 

Pope John Paul's personal envoy 
to Poland, Archbishop Luigi Poggi, 
arrived in Vienna from Warsaw on 
his way back to Rome. But church 
officials gave no details of his talks 
with Prime Minister Wojciech 
Jaruzelski, who heads the military 
government. 

Warsaw Radio said 1,160 miners 
were still underground at the Piast 
mine in southern Poland despite the 
entreaties of wives and relatives 
whose tearful pleas to the men to 
give up were broadcast on Friday. 

The authorities allege that many 
of the men are being held against 
their will by* Solidarity militants. 
The radio said it was now hoped 
that the protest would be over by 
the new year. 

An occupation at the neighbour- 
ing Ziemowit mine is already over 
and normal work is expected to 
resume tomorrow, according to the 
radio. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
reported dial a lieutenant-colonel, 
described as the Ziemowit mine's 
commissar, said on Polish television 
Friday night that the strikers had 
amassed a ton of explosives un- 
derground. 

Passageways and exits had been 
blocked, he added. 

As further evidence of things get- 
ting back to normal, the radio said 
work would also start again tomor- 


row at the Huta Katowice steel mill 
where troops smashed a strike last 
week. 

Reports reaching the West said 
Poles packed churches for subdued 
Christmas services. The normal 
joyous mood was missing in most 
homes which were deprived by. 
shortages of their traditional 
Christmas fare. 

The reports said many areas of 
Warsaw had no water on Christmas 
Eve. Presents were also sparse 
because of the lack of goods in 
shops. 

The authorities lifted an 11 p.m. 
curfew to allow people to attend 
midnight mass, which was; 
celebrated by Archbishop Poggi at 
St. John's Cathedral in Warsaw. 

Solidarity said church leaders 
were now negotiating with 
Jaruzelski's government to try to 
Find a political solution to the crisis. 

The union said its call for con- 
tinued passive resistance was in- 
tended to strengthen the position of 
the church negotiators. 

“If we display our intentidh to 
fight against the regime of Jaruzelsi, 
these negotiations can make possi- 
ble a way out of this blind alley...” 
the bulletin said. 

It suggested that workers at the 
Ursus tractor plant near Warsaw 
should be taken as a model. The 
bulletin said they produced only 
one tractor in the first week of mar- 
tial law. 

The Polish military authority 
meanwhile announced on Friday 
that it would seek criminal prosecu- 
tion of Zdzislaw Rurarz, the Polish 
ambassador to Tokyo who defected 
to the U.S. last Thursday. The 
regime referred to his defection as 
"treason.” 

In the prior defection in.the U.S. 
of Romuald Spasowski, the ambas- 
sador in Washington, the Polish 
regime had said the diplomat had 
already been recalled in November 
because he was suffering from 
recurrent “depressions.” Spasowski 
was accused of having delayed his 
return to Potand. 

In another development, a half- 
dozen Polish seamen jumped from a 
fishing vessel onto an American 
tugboat in Kadiak Harbour, Alaska, 
and asked for asylum, the US. State 
Department said Friday.

Polish crackdown takes on anti-Semitic cast 


Rome (JTA). — A list of 250 arrested Polish in- 
tellectuals, whose names were made public this 
week by the International Red Cross, are almost 
all Jews. This was cited by a Solidarity represen- 
tative in Stockholm as evidence that the repres- 
sion in Poland has taken on distinct anti-Semitic 
tones. 

Jacob Swiecicki, 32. a professor of Chinese 
language and political science, said in an inter- 
view with the Rome daily La Repuhblica that the 
Polish radio is broadcasting violent anti-Semitic 
propaganda, 

“The anti-Semitic Grunwald group, made up 
of neo-Nazis, is back in favour with the military 
government," said Swiecicki. 

The regime is letting them display propaganda 
in the streets and in government newspapers, he 
added. 

Swiecicki explained that Solidarity was ac- 


tually an outgrowth of a dissident movement for 
democratic Tights called Kor which formed in the 
1970s. This movement, which reportedly in- 
cluded many Jews, “is now being defined as a 
centre of Jewish conspiracy.” The radio speaks 
of “...an international Zionist plot aimed at en- 
slaving Poland by forcing the country to become 
indebted to reactionary western capitalism.” 

He said that former pommunist Parly leader 
Edward Gierek, now arrested, is accused of 
having tolerated and protected Kor. 

The anti-Semitic overtones of the repression in 
Poland, the limits on the freedom of Catholic 
prelates ^nd clampdown on religious liberty ■*— 
along with the Pope's concern for his native land 
— occupy a good deal of space in the Catholic 
press here. 

Moreover, the Polish church is acting as an in- 
termediary for those arrested. Swiecicki told La 


RepubbHca that Lech Walesa, the arrested 
Solidarity leader, “used the church” to send his 
message to the West. 

Warsaw Radio is reportedly accusing Polish 
Jews of “buying up everything on the national 
market,” of “collaborating with international 
Zionism,” and “plotting together *«ilh Edward 
Gierek to destroy the economy of the nation.” 

Travellers arriving in Sweden, according to the 
Italian press, described scenes of Jews being 
chased away from food lines. They said the Polish 
government has chosen two main scapegoats for 
the dire economic situation: “...the farmers, 
because they are not producing enough, and the 
Jews, who hoard everything that can be found.” 

The 250 intellectuals recently arrested, most of 
whom are Jews, are teachers, university 
professors; journalists, artists and writers.

VIENNA (UPI). — Two weeks of 
military rule have almost complete- 
ly wiped out the reforms ac- 
complished in Poland during the 16 
months since the Solidarity union 
was born. 

The right to form unions, the 
right to strike and other freedoms 
granted to Poland's workers all have 
been repealed, at least temporarily. 
Economic benefits such as the five- 
day work week also were revoked 
by the military council that took 
over the country on December 13. 

The rollback of freedoms so far 
has cost Poland's workers more 
than they had gained in their strikes 
last year.. Basic civil rights also have, 
been a casualty of the military 
takeover, although repeated an- 
nouncements by the authorities in 
Warsaw say this is only temporary. 

From the 21 -point list of demands 
that rocked Poland's communist 
hierarchy when it was introduced at 
the Lenin shipyard in Gdansk, oily 
one of the union's hard-won vic- 
tories remains as a fixture of polish 
life — meat rationing. 

Ironically, it was Solidarity that 
insisted on rationing supplies of 
meat, already becoming scarce at 
the time of the Gdansk agreement 
of August 31, 1980. The rationing 
system- grew during the ensuing 
months, and it now restricts the sup- 
ply of almost all basic foods in 
Poland. But the waiting lines at food 
stores have only lengthened. 

' Bread was rationed for the first 


time during the first week of the 
new military regime. 

Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski, 
Poland's defence minister, premier. 
Communist Party leader, and now 
military ruler, has promised that the 
harsh strictures of martial law will 
last no longer than necessary. But 
his Christmas eve speech to the na- 
tion, a progress report on the first 
two weeks of the “stale of war” he 
decreed, made no commitment as 
to when the reforms would be 
restored. 

Jaruzelski has said his military 
regime will not turn back the clock 
in Poland beyond August 1980, 
when a strike at one shipyard in 
Gdansk spread across the Baltic 
coast, and then nationwide, in a 
movement that demanded the right 
for workers to form independent, 
self-governing trade unions. But the 
initial decrees of the country’s 
Military Council of National Salva- 
tion have prompted many Poles to 
compare their present situation to 
the days of the Stalin era, when fear 
was a more prominent feature of life 
in Poland than workers’ rights. 

The communications blackout 
that almost completely sealed off 
Poland from the rest of the non- 
communist world — an attempt at ■ 
mass censorship unprecedentol in 
modern times — has begun to ease 
slightly. But no comprehensive, ua- 
censored reports are yet available 
on a daily basis, forcing foreign 
news organizations to, collect 


news about the country’s situation 
From listening posts abroad, such as 
in Vienna.. 

Here is a brief summary of what 
Polish workers were promised last 
year at the Gdansk shipyards, com- 
pared to what the military council 
ordered earlier this month: 

• Union rights Solidarity was 
granted the right to operate last 
year. The government guaranteed 
its “independence and self- 
government “ and its “real right to 
pass public judgement on key deci- 
sions determining the standard of 
living.” That licence for the union 
to speak out encouraged the ex- 
treme sentiments that ultimately 
prompted Jaruzelski . to clamp 
down this month. The martial law 
decrees suspended all union opera- 
tions indefinitely. Security forces 
have seized Solidarity’s records and 
the duplicating and communica- 
tions equipment used to spread the 
union’s message. 

• Right to strike. The Gdansk 
agreements guaranteed Polish 
workers the right to strike. The 
military council has banned all 
strikes, protest meetings, and even 
public gatherings. Key industries 
have been militarized, meaning any 
strikes could be answered with the 
same penalties applied to mutinous 
soldiers during wartime, including 
death. 

• Freedom of the press. Lech 
Walesa and his colleagues at the 
Lenin shipyard last year won major 


reforms of the censorship laws in 
Poland. The union eventually was 
allowed to publish its own weekly 
newspaper, as well as local bulletins 
on a daily basis. The military coun- 
cil closed all Solidarity publications, 
along with most of the country's of- 
ficial newspapers, because it felt 
they reflected pro-union senti- 
ments. The government-run 
Interpress news agency, a key 
source of information for many 
foreign correespondents visiting 
Poland, was disbanded. Radio and 
television broadcasts were placed 
under military control, with an- 
nouncers in military uniform 
reading news reports. 

■ Workers’ rights. The govern- 
ment agreed last year to end the 
practice of making Communist 
Party membership a qualification 
for appointment as a factory 
manager. The military regime has 
sponsored meetings of factory of- 
ficials this month to announce that 
all forms of worker self- 
management in Poland have been 
ended. 

One of the key gains of the 1980 
strikes was a promise that Polish 
workers would win the five-day 
work week. The’ government had 
been implementing that pledge 
gradually, and by December almost 
all Poles had to work only one 
Saturday each month. The military 
council ordered all industries back 
to a six-day-week schedule.

• "Poland? They have displayed in 
this affair only a helplessness that 
should light many alarms, first and 
foremost among Americans 
themselves. This is not a situation 
that developed suddenly, but aver 
many months. I don't see any of 
their answers to rhe Russians. It is 
precisely against this background 
that Israel had to get up and 
declare: You will not return us to 
the '67 borders. This is what Begin 
did." 

Sharon is considered in official 
Washington circles to represent — 
no less than Begin and perhapseven 
more — Israeli public opinion. Ad- 
ministration officials who are con- 
cerned at this opinion have pointed 
in private discussion to the rise in 
Sharon's popularity, which some 
reports say is greater than Beg in's. 

The Washington Post published a 
report this weekend from the Golan 
Heights, describing the rapid steps 
taken by the government to apply 
Israeli civilian law there. The paper 
accompanies the story with a car- 
toon depicting Premier Begin 
holding a map, while standing on 
the outskirts of Warsaw. The cap- 
tion shows a Polish woman saying, 
"Forget Russia — we’ve been an- 
nexed by Israel.'

Defence Ministry dispute grinds on

TEL AVIV. — The staff committees 
of the Defence Ministry were still 
on the warpath on Friday as efforts 
were continued to find a way out of 
the impasse in the' dispute between 
ministry workers and Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon. 

The staff committees, with sup- 
port From the Clerks Union, stop- 
ped all work in Defence Ministry 
ofTices in the north on Friday as 
they conducted ‘‘teach-ins*’ about 
the ministry's standing regulations. 
They will look for new ways to dis- 
rupt work today, a spokesman said. 

In separate meetings on Friday, 
Sharon spoke with the deputy 
chairman of the HistadruL trade un- 
ion department, Haim Haberfeld, 
and with the heads of the Likud-fac- 
tion in the Histadrut. No solution to 
the conflict over Sharon's 
reorganization plan emerged from 
either meeting. 


The plan involves merging certain 
departments in the IDF and the 
Defence Ministry, and cutting man- 
power. 

The head of the Likud Histadrut 
faction, Zeyulun Shalish, told The 
Jerusalem Post that he believed he 
saw an opening for a settlement dur- 
ing the faction’s one-and-a-half- 
hour meeting with Sharon. Shalish 
said that he brie Ted one of the staff 
committee members about the 
meeting and was wailing for a reac- 
tion. 

He said the faction presented the 
workers' complaints to Sharon on

Jordan would fight ‘alongside Syria’ 


BEIRUT (AP). — King Hussein of 
Jordan says the Arab nations are in 
their worst state of disarray and 
warned that Israel is capable of 
waging war on all Arab fronts for six 
months without assistance. 

“The prevailing state of affairs in 
the Arab world might be the worst 
ever," Hussein told the Beirut new- 
spaper An-Nahar , on Friday.

According to the victim, Jacqueline Dan, of King George Street, the man 
lowered himself by rope from the apartment building roof onto her balcony, 
and Lied her up as he threatened her with a revolver. He found the keys to 
her wall-safe, took the jewelry out of it, and escaped the same way he came. 

The woman managed to free herself and called police. Four suspects

Pirate TV ship to return

TEL AVIV. — The television ship 
Odelia will resume its pirate broad- 
casts in January despite the recently 
passed amendment forbidding un- 
licensed TV broadcasts in Israel or 
aimed at Israel. 

The sbip.left for Cyprus last 
Wednesday night to restock sup- 
plies and for maintenance work on 
its broadcasting equipment. These 
services have been denied it in 
Israeli ports since fee amendment 
went into effect. The crew, whose 
members arc not Jewish, will spend 
the Christmas holidays and New 
Year's Eve in Cyprus. 

Due to the ban on pirate TV 
broadcasts in Israel, the Odelia will 
be broadcasting officially to the en- 


tire Middle East and not “to Israel", 
one of its operators, Paul 
Greenwald, told The Jerusalem Post 
last week. The broadcasts will not 
be in Hebrew and advertisenents 
aimed at the Israeli public will not 
be shown, he said. 

But a Communications Ministry 
spokesman said that if the broad- 
casts are received here, they fall un- 
der the law. The ministry will thus 
be allowed to jam them and to file 
suit against the broadcasters and 
anyone in Israel who aids them. 

Before the introduction of the 
new law, hundreds of Dan Region 
residents installed a special roof 
antenna to receive the Odelia’s 
broadcasts. Some Tel Aviv hotels 
put up the antenna so that their 
guests can view the pirate program- 
mes.

The ministry urges the public to 
buy mushrooms only at supervised 
commercial outlets. 

The boy.^from Nahariya, died 
Thursday night and was buried Fri- 
day. His 28-year-old brother is still 
hospitalized and is in satisfactory 
condition. The brothers and their 
sister ate wild mushrooms that they 
picked last Saturday near Kibbutz 
Hanita. 

The mushroom they ate is known 
as Amanita vema — amanita t ha'aviv 
in Hebrew — one of fee three typ*s 
of poisonous mushrooms found in 
the country. It grows in Western 
Galilee and the Sharon and usually 
appears in fee spring. It sprouted 
earlier this year due to the current 
spell of warm weather.

El A1 cabin crews hold up two planes

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — One El A! cabin crew 
last week temporarily struck a plane filled with 
passengers in New York, and another later refused to 
board a flight Here, causing delays and a near cancella- 
tion of a flight. 

The dispute in New York began when Capt. Avraham 
Levi ordered a stewardess to work on the main deck 
rather than serve the first class and the pilots on fee up- 
per deck. Chief purser Shmud Aloni insisted that he 
alone decided where the stewardess would work. When 
tempers rose. Aloni ordered the cabin crew to leave the 
■plane. They complied, leaving fee passengers unatten- 
ded inside. 

The crew stayed away for at least half an hour until 
another captain arranged a compromise, the El A1 
spokesman said. Take-off was delayed in any event 
because of heavy traffic at Kennedy Airport. 

Back in Israel, the parties were called to a hearing. 


but the purser failed to appear, claiming he was ill. Ac- 
cordingly management said he should not fly until fee 
matter was settled. 

Aloni nevertheless turned up for a flight to London 
last Thursday. When he was ordered to stay off fee 
plane, the stewards' staff committee said feat if he did 
not fly, nobody would. 

The management was about to transfer the 
passengers to a British Airways flight when airline presi- 
dent Yitzhak Shander yielded and allowed Aloni to fly. 

In another development the carelessness of a cabin 
crew member cost El Ai IS24.150 in damages and court 
expenses. 

A Tel Aviv court last week ordered the airline to pay 
Clara Markovitz IS1 5,150 as damages for burns suffered 
on a flight to Rumania in 1979 when a cup of hot coffee 
spilled on her leg. Another IS3.500 is to be paid to her 
husband, Herman, and a further IS3.500 is to cover 
court expenses. 

The court found the airline guilty of serving the cof- 
fee in an unstable container. 


Egypt may set up airline 
to fly Sinai-Israel routes

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — 
Egypt may establish a special airline 
to fiy between Santa Katerina and 
Tel Aviv or Eilat, fee chairman of 
its Civil Aviation Authority. Gen. 
Said Shinawi told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday. 

Egypt's Nefertiti Airlines, which 
was established specially to fly 
between Cairo and Ben-Gurion Air- 
ports, has only one aircraft, a leased 
Boeing 707, which is too big for the 
small Santa Katerina air field and 
the Eilat and Tel Aviv airports. 

Shinawi did not say when a deci- 
sion is expected. Israel is awaiting 
the decision to make preparations 
for continuing air service there after 
it completes its withdrawal from 
Sinai in April 1982. 

Gen. Shinawi said Santa Katerina 
is an internal Egyptian airfield 
usually not open to international 
flights, but an exception had been 
made for flights to and from Israel 
by Arkia and the still to be mimed 
Egyptian carrier. 


On the other hand, Egypt is not 
wilting to make any exceptions in 
the use of the Etzion Airbase, which 
will be handed over to Egypt and be 
called Ras ei-Nakeb, by next April. 
It will be an international Egyptian 
airport, but El Al will be allowed to 
fly there only from Israel, he said. 

“We welcome any airline coming 
from its country," Shinawi ex- 
plained. The purpose is to promote 
tourism between two countries and 
just as Egypt forbids German planes 
from bringing passengers from 
France, it is opposed to El Al bring- 
ing passengers from countries other 
than Israel, Shinawi said. 

Asked why Nefertiti's planes do 
not bear any markings, the general 
said, “it is a leased aircraft from 
another airline...so it's not (our) 
habit to paint fee Egyptian symbol." 

Shinawi and fee rest of the Egyp- 
tian delegation to the air talks left 
here on Friday, after signing an ad- 
dendum to a memorandum of un- 
derstanding on air ties and visiting 
Galilee. No date has been set for 
fixture meetings. 


Arab councils to strike for extra funds

NAZARETH. — Arab local coun- 
cils have called for a two-day 
genera] strike beginning tomorrow 
to protest the failure of the Interior 
Ministry to grant them an additional 
IS25 million for this fiscal year. 

The national committee of Arab 
local council chairmen maintains 
that the ministry has not kept its 
promise to increase grants for 
development projects and to reas- 
sess budgets. This promise was 
reportedly given to them on Nov. 23 
by the Interior Ministry’s director- 
general. 

The communist-dominated 
Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality, which controls about half 
of the 44 Arab local councils, on 
Friday called on all residents to 
comply with the strike. At least 10 


councils headed by moderates are 
unlikely to obey the strike call 
The ministry’s northern district 
representative, Israel Koenig, said 
the ministry had increased budgets 
and grants for Arab local councils 
from 122 to 290 per cent in 1981. 
This increase is proportionately 
higher than those given to Jewish 
local councils, he said. But at the 
same time, Koenig stressed, almost 
half of all Arab local councils in his 
districts had not yet prepared their 
annual reports.

Israeli loses suit 
over $lm. painting 

NEW YORK (AP). — An Israeli 
citizen has failed to convince a 
federal judge that he is the true 
owner of a mOtion-dOllar Tintoretto 
madonna seized by fee FBI after it 
was smuggled into this country in a 
carton of other paintings. 

The painting. The Holy Fondly 
with St Catherine and Honoured 
Donor, was- stolen from the Dresden 
Albertinum in 1945, according to 
court records, and was taken to the 
Soviet Union where it became the 
property of a Soviet general. 

The Israeli, Isaac Silverberg, a 
former Soviet citizen, claimed he 
bought fee painting in a Moscow 
second-hand store and took h with 
him to IsraeL He shipped it to the 
U.S. in 1979 in a carton wife other 
paintings, declaring total value at 
S500. 

The U.S. District Court ruled that 
the U.S. government had the right 
to confiscate the painting. Assistant 
UB. Attorney Susan Campbell said 
the painting will be turned over to 
the State Department, which plans 
to return it to East Germany. 

Haifa judge prevents 
Friday night movies

Centre to promote Jewish studies in Diaspora

The firitt board meeting of a new 
international centre for encourag- 
ing the teaching of Jewish studies in 
.Diaspora universities is to be held 
this morning at Beit HanassL 
The session will bring together 50 
scholars-' 1 ' and laymen from 11 
countries who want to expand (he 
university teaching of Jewish sub- 
jects. President Yitzhak Navon, who 
given , his patronage to the 
centre -and followed its formation 
closely, will speak at the meeting, 
along with-jts founder and director, 
Prof. Moshc Davis of fee Hebrew 
Uriversity’s Institute of Contem- 
porary Jewry. 

Davis told reporters last week 
that many young Jews in the 
Diaspora, whore parents neglected 
to give them a Jewish education or 
who themselves rejected it, can be 


given .“another chance” studying 
Jewish subjects in secular univer- 
sities. 

Despite the general tread in un- 
iversities away from the humanities ■ 
and other “impracticaT subjects to 
fields that promise well-paying jobs, 
the number of students in Jewish 
studies courses in the Diaspora is in- 
creasing, he said. 

Although official statistics are un- 
available, according to Davis it is 
assumed that 35-50,000 Jewish un- 
iversity students in the U.S. — or 
from 10 to 15 per cent of the total 
Jewish student body — are enrolled 
in Jewish studies courses. These in- 
ch* de anything from Hebrew 
language to courses on the Kabbala 
or seminars on the Holocaust 

The centre, which is based- in 
Jerusalem and funded jointly by the 
Education Ministry and the Jewish 
Agency, has set for itself a number 
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of goals, said Davis. 

“We want to prepare a compen- 
dium of Jewish studies syllabi feat 
have proved successful here or 
abroad that can be used as models 
for other university courses," be ex- 
plained. The centre also hopes to 
collect little-known research works 
in Jewish subjects, as well as en- 
cou rage the expansion of Jewish 
studies courses. 

Today over 200 colleges and un- 
iversities in the U.S. offer L745 dif- 
ferent courses in Jewish studies. 
There are ’19,000 students taking 
Hebrew language courses, most of 
them undergraduates and assumed 
to be Jewish (Christum scholars, 
make up a considerable percentage 
of graduate students in higher-level 
Hebrew courses). 

Davis said the new centre needs 
SI million annually for five years to 
prove itself. 

Ammunition depot 
to be relocated

which caught fire on November 26, 
scattering scores of shells oyer a 
residential neighbourhood will be 
mov-ed, the afmy magazine 
Btumhoteh reports in its latest issue.

VIENNA (Reuter). — Rumania at- 
tacked the U.S. yesterday for im- 
posing economic sanctions on 
Poland and defended Warsaw's 
resort to martial law. 

The Rumanians, who have taken 
a back seat in an East European 
propaganda campaign in support of 
the miliuuy takeover, repeated their 
opposition to any outside in- 
terference in Poland’s affairs. 


Long-awaited 
Pakistan polls 
are scrapped 
once more 


ISLAMABAD (UPI). — President 
Mohammed Zia ul-Haq has scrap 
ped the idea of long-promised free 
elections, and instead established a 
30- member consultative council to 
help him rule Pakistan. 

Zia, who seized power in a coup 
in 1977 and is chief martial law ad- 
ministrator, announced the new 
council in a 60-minute nationwide 
television address Thursday night. 

“I decide about the establishment 
of the federal council when I got 
convinced that elections at present 
will be more harmful than 
beneficial,” he said. Zia said past 
experience showed “elections have 
given birth onty to chaos and 
confrontation.” 

Zia seized power from prime 
minister Zulfikar All Bhutto in 
bloodless, pre-dawn coup July 5, 
1977 and dissolved parliament. 
Bhutto subsequently was hanged 
April 4, 1979 for conspiring to 
murder a political opponent. 

The federal council is answerable 
only to Zia and can be summoned 
or adjourned by him at any time. 

Although the nation was placed 
under martial law after the coup, 
Zia continued to promise free elec- 
tions and even set a date of 
November 17, 1979 for the voting. 
But shortly before the promised poll 
he ordered even tighter martial law 
restrictions, banned all political par- 
ties and imposed strict censorship 
on the nation's once-tiveiy press.

Australians capture 
fleeing Taiwan boat 


CANBERRA (UPI). — A naval 
patrol boat fired .50 calibre 
m&chinegun rounds at a Taiwanese 
Ashing boat on Friday to prevent 
the boat from escaping government 
custody, the Australian Defence 
Department said yesterday. 

The Fishing boat, the Yuan Tsan, 
tried to evade authorities by quietly 
departing on Christmas morning 
from Cairns harbour. 2,100 
kilometres north of Sydney. It was 
being held in Cairns for illegal 
fishing. 

After confronting the Yuan Tsan, 
the patrol boat was reportedly es- 
corting the Taiwanese craft back to 
Cairns. No casualties were 
reported. 

After an eight-hour chase and 
several warning shots, the patrol 
boat aimed four rounds of .50 
calibre .machinegun bullets at the 
Yuan Tsan’s steering gear compart- 
ment, the target least likely to en- 
danger any of the boat's 16 crew 
members, a defence spokesman 
said. 

No details of any damage to the 
fishing vessel were available. 


West to aid Tanzania 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (A P). 
— Western nations have pledged 
nearly 260,000 tons of emergency 
food aid to Tanzania, greatly reduc- 
ing the possibility of famine early 
next year, diplomatic sources said 
yesterday. 

The aid was pledged over the last 
five weeks in response to an appeal 
from President Julius Nyerere. 

Tanzania, one of the world's 
poorest countries, has been Suffer- 
ing from poor rains and agricultural 
mismanagement.

China marks Mao’s birthday 
by praising its oil industry' 


PEKING (AP). - China marked 
the birthday of the late ch&irinan 
MaoTse-tung yesterday by reviving 
his somewhat tarnished model for 
industry, an oilfield that exemplifies 
a spirit of selfless work under hard 
conditions. 

Ail major newspapers carried 
front-page exhortations from the 
Communist Party central commit- 
tee to carry on the 1960s spirit of the 
Taching oifield, a giant enterprise 
that was criticized last year ( for 
becoming too political, unscientific 
and inefficient. 

The Taching articles blamed 
problems there on the central 
leadership during the Cultural 
Revolution, while praising the spirit 


of the workers. . 

Amid' current problems and the 
leadership's efforts to motivate 
China's one billion people to 
produce more and modernize 
quickly, Taching stands as an exam- 
ple of a major success. 

Its development turned China 
from a nation with virtually no oil of 
its own to an exporter. The articles 
noted that the field was developed 
at a time of “blockade by the Soviet 
hegemonists.” They added that the 
field kept up its production even 
through the chaos of the Cultural 
Revolution. 

It produces about half of China's 
annual output of 10 million tons of 
crude oil. 


No leads on kidnapped U.S. general 


MILAN (UPI). — Anti-terrorist 
police said yesterday there is no 
evidence that three Red Brigades 
urban terrorists arrested last week 
have any links to the kidnapping of 
U.S. Brig. Gen. James Dozier nine 
days ago. 

“At the present stage of the in- 
vestigation there are no certain 
links between the three brigades 
members arrested in Milan and the 
kidnapping of Dozier,” one anti- 
terrorist police officer told 
reporters. 

Earlier, police had expressed op- 
timism that at least one of the three, 
suspected Milan Red Brigades chief 


Pasqua Aurora Betti,- 24, would 
know where Dozier is being held. 

Dozier, the 50-year-old chief of 
logistics and administration at the 
NATO- base at Verona in northern 
Italy, was kidnapped by the Red 
Brigades December 17. 

Police said evidence against Betti 
so far indicates she was involved in 
the kidnapping of an Alfa Romeo, 
automobile company executive last 
summer, but that there is ’a? 
evidence Unking her to the Docder 
abduction.

‘Reverse DNA’ could be major due to cancer cells 




NEW YORK (AP). — Left-handed 
DNA — a kind of mirror image of 
the genetic materia) found-in all liv- 
ing things — has been discovered in 
nature, scientists report 
The leader of the research says 
the discovery could help solve one 
of the biggest mysteries in genetics 
— how genes are turned on and off 
as an animal or cells develops. 

“It's reasonably well understood 
in bacteria, but very mysterious in 
higher animals," says Alexander 
Rich of the Massachusetts institute 
of Technology. * 

Malfunctions of that gene regula- 
tion system could be responsible for 
the formaction of cancer. Rich said- 
in a telephone interview Wednes- 
day. “The cancer cell is one that's 
lost some element of control.*' he 
said. The researchers do not yet 
know whether left-handed DNA is 


involved in that loss of control. 

Genes, made up of DNA, serve as 
blueprints, specifying the 
characteristics and controlling the 
growth of all living things. 

In a recent issue of Nature 
magazine, the MIT researchers 
reported Finding the curious form of 
DNA — which they call Z-DNA — ' 
spread throughout genes from fruit 
flies. 

Rich, who led the research, ays 
experiments are planned to try to 
figure out what role Z-DNA might 
play in the regulation of those 
genes. 

If his hunch is correct that left- , 
handed DNA is involved in gene 
regulation, the substance could turn 
out to be immensely. important in 
basic genetic research. 

Rich and his associates first dis- 
covered Z-DNA two years ago ..in 


crystalized genetic material 
prepared in the laboratory. • 

The discovery was a complete 
surprise. Everyone had assumed 
that DNA — Deoxyribonucleic acid 

— could exist In only one basic form 

— a long, two-stranded. molecule' 
that spiralled to the right. 

Biologists James Watson and 
Francis Oick had been given the. 
Nobel Prize for figuring 7 out that 
structure in the 1950s. 


Analysis of Z-DNA.showed that it 
is not exactly a mirror image of 
Watson and Crick's JDNA, which is 
called B-DNA. The Z-DNA fbms aj 
tighter, zig-zaggmg spiral. 

Alfred Nordheim, apost-doctpral. 
academic fellow who works with 
Rich, said the researchers were puz- 
zled by the discovery oTZ-DNA ih 
crystalized material.

A tragedy of riches 


THE ELDER Getty -- third son of 
the late self-made oil billionaire J. 
Paul Getty Sr. has neither visited 
the young man nor sent con- 
dolences. He communicates 
through lawyers, living as a virtual ' 
recluse in London and rarely 
emerging from his Chelsea tome. 

By employing what a California 
judge described as “shameful, ex- 
pensive legal gymnastics," he is at- 
tempting to dodge a U.S. law that 
requires parents to support their in- 
capacitated children. Why? 

“Eugene let it be known years 
ago that he wouldn't help Paul Jr. 
out of more trouble," said a family 
friend. “He's determined, like the 
Old Man, to cultivate a legend of 
parsimony — - principle before affec- 
tion." Getty Sr., at first refused to 
pay ransom to the Italian kidnap- 
pers, only capitulating when the 
teenage Paul’s severed ear arrived 
in his mother's Roman mailbox. 
Then Getty loaned Eugene 52.2 mil- 
lion in ransom money, says the 
family friend, at 8 per cent interest. 

Paul Jr.’s troubles began shortly

after his parents settled in Italy in 
1958. They divorced when he was 
10. Young Paul embarked on a 
nomad life with Rome's dolce-vHa 
set.

AN ALMOST comic bid by the 
KGB to recruit a politician from the 
extreme right in Norway as a spy for 
possible use in the U.S. and China 
has led to a tightening up of security 
in a country unused to international 
intrigue.

Norwegian Oil Review. He was 
delighted at the chance of working 
for -Norwegian counter-intelligence 
when a Soviet diplomat set out to 
“recruit" him at an oil conference 
in Stavanger. 

“If we can't stop Russians at 
some point, we could eventually be 
rendered powerless in the hands of 
a single-minded giant. The Com- 
munist aim is, after all, to conquer 
the world," says Haugan.

jected barbiturates, mixed with 
alcohol. 

WHEN GETTY Sr. died of prostate 
cancer at S3, three years later, a 
struggle began over the family for- 
tune. It is still unresolved. A grand- • 
daughter sued to prevent the bulk of 
the money going to Getty’s Malibu 
museum. Second son Ronald, head 
of the company's German interests, 
sued his brothers for a fatter slice of 
a family trust. A “misunderstand- 
ing” had left him with a mere 
S3DCO a year, while brothers Eugene 
and Gordon received more than S10 
million. 

Meanwhile, young Paul, sightless 
tn Malibu at fas mother's home, is 
“penniless” — cut out of the same 
trust because he disobeyed 
grandpa’s injunction not to marry 
before age 25. He is in line, some- 
day, to inherit a share of the family . 
wealth. 

The Los Angeles court has re- 
jected the elder Getty's motion to 
throw out a summons ordering him 
to appear in California. “He would 
do better,” said the judge, “to use 
the money spent on these legal ex- 
penses to honour his moral and 
legal obligations to his son."

Fooling the KGB

Whenever Haugan was asked for 
classified material, he stalled. Near- 
ly all the “secrets" he garnered for 
the Russians came from specialist 
publications that would have been 
freely available to the KGB. 

Instead of criticizing him for 
providing such tame information, 
Dementjev gave him tips on how to 
squeeze more money out of the 
KGB bureaucracy. “Never give me 
copies of articles — type them out 
so that it looks like original 
material,” he said. 

A pan from cash payments of 
around SI 2,000 over the seven 
years, Haugan received bottles of 
whisky, cognac and vodka and 
canons of cigarettes. 

There was a break in Haugan’s 
relationship with Dementjev in 1977 
when the Russian and six of his col- 
leagues were expelled from Norway 
as a resqlt of another, unconnected, 
spy case. 

Then the meetings continued in 
Vienna. During one of these, 
Haugan was taken to the Russian 
residential building. He thought his 
cover as a double agent had been 
blown and feared he was about to 
be whisked across the border to 
Czechoslovakia for interrogation. 
Instead, Dementjev celebrated their 
reunion with caviar and several bot- 
tles of vodka. 

As the evening wore on, "it was 
becoming apparent that Dementjev 
was suffering more from all the 
drink than I was.' Drinking a KGB

man under the table — and with 
vodka at that — was not without Us 
humour.” 

HAUGAN’S RELATIONSHIP 
with Dementjev was so good, and 
the KGB man showed so much in- 
terest in the West, that Norwegian 
counter-intelligence decided he 
might be ripe for “turning." 

Unfortunately in 1979, when the 
plan to turn Dementjev had been 
worked out in detail, he was 
replaced by the higher-ranking but 
still more incompetent Arksdij 
Beloserov. 

In a conversation with Beloserov, 


taped on Haugan's bugged jacket, 
the Russian suggested thaL he work 
for the KGB in the U.S. 

Haugan says: “The KGB must 
have a thought of roe as the perfect 
stepping stone to building up a 
chain of agents. The Norwegian Oil 
Review dealt precisely with the sub- 
jects they were most interested in. It 
would have been logical to expand, 
and establish branch offices in other 
countries, for example China, 
England, the U.S. or wherever.” 

. Norwegian counter-intelligence 
finally allowed Haugan to sever 
relations with the KGB in 
December 1980. Soon afterwards, 
three Soviet “diplomats” — KGB 
men who had arranged his 
clandestine meetings with Dement- 
jev and Beloserov — were declared 
persona non grata and expelled from 
Norway.

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Youth tourney gives line on Olympic prospects 



B y PAUL KOHN 
TEL AVIV. — National soccer team 
coach Jack Mansell will be keeping 
a close eye on the Israeli team in 
this week's International Youth 
Tourney, since he is aware that 
some of these young players will 
become the nucleus of Israel's 
Olympic soccer squad. 

FIFA wil| meet next month to 
consider a recommendation that 
only players born after January 1, 
1961, should be eligible to play in 
the Olympic Games. If this rule is 
approved; only Moshe Sinai of 
Israel's World Cup team will be 
eligible to find himself in the Olym- 
pic team. 


Mansell observed in an interview 
with The Jerusalem Post that clubs in 
Israel were now more prepared to 
bring in young players than in the 
past. “This is a healthy attitude. It 
creates a competitive atmosphere, 
both within clubs and the national 
team,” the coach said. 

Giving new players a chance to 
prove themselves brings out their 
potential much earlier and 
motivates the established players to 
produce their best. In Israel, ac- 
cording to Mansell, the best players 
are the mature ones, and not 
enough young players have been 
coming through to the top as teen- 
agers or in their early twenties. 


The best under-21 team available 
would not be nearly as good as the 
much older national squad, whereas 
in leading European soccer 
countries such a side would be only 
a shade below the best, because the 
vouneer Dlavers are accustomed to 
playing in top league football. 

Mansell has presented the FA.' 
with a pre-Olympic Games training 
schedule, which has yet to be ap- 
proved. “i am afraid that it still does 
not give enough time for the squad 
to train and play together, because 
the clubs will not free the players 
for as long as we would like to have 
them,” the national team coach 
said. He has a list of 80 players who 


will still be under 23 in 1984. “1 
would be happy if IS of them make 
the grade," Mansell added. 

He will probably see that many in 
action this week against the under 
20‘s of Portugal, Rumania, Sweden 
and Switzerland. The Israel youth 
team has been preparing for this 
tourney under coach Moshe Meiri 
at Jhe Wingate Institute,

Qatar was second only to West Ger-

No loneliness for 
marathon runners

TEL AVIV. — British ultra- 
marathon specialist Leslie Watson, 
the world's top woman runner over 
80 kilometres and No. 3 in 100 km. 
competition, is planning to extend 
her range to 180 km. and six-day 
races during 1981 The 33-year-old 
physiotherapist, who is now based 
in London, is also the current UK 
women's marathon champion and a 
former Scottish international run- 
ner. 

While most marathon runners 
take part in three or four races a 
year, for Watson last week's annual 
Sea of Galilee marathon was her 
20th race during 1981 over the clas- 
six 42.195-km. distance. She won 
six of the events, including one in 
Yorkshire, as recently as the begin- 
ning of this month. 

But, badly affected by the un- 
seasonable heat, Watson could 
manage only third place in the Kin- 
neret run, her time of three hours 
being her worst of the year and 
more than 20 minutes below her 
best time — established in the 1980 
New York City marathon. 

The visitor began running at the 
age of 10 in her native Glasgow, and 
in her teens was the Scottish cham- 
pion in the l,500ra. race and 7,000m. 
cross country run, which, in the 
1960s was the longest official dis-' 
tance for women. She was trained 
by lop British coach John 
Anderson, who has been with 
Watson ever since, and who accom- 
panied her to Israel. They were in a 
group which included five other 4 
leading UK athletes, all of them in- 
vited to the Galilee marathon by the 
recently-formed Israel Runners As- 
sociation. The race itself was 
organized by the Amateur Athletic 
Association. 

Watson, who is of a surprisingly 
delicate build, began running the 
marathon in 1977, finishing third in 
a race in Surrey. She has now com- 
peted in about 70 races over the dis- 
tance, and took up the ultra- 
marathon in 1979 “in search," die 
says, “of a new challenge in long- 
distance running." 

Last year, Watson won the annual 
80-km. race at Lake Waramaug in 
Connecticut in a world record time 
of 6 hours, 2 minutes, 37 seconds. 
The entry comprised 250 men and 
50 women. Her best time for the 100 
kms is 8.15.00. 

“In die last few years, there has 
been a tremendous boom in the 
marathon all over the world, rather 
tike in tennis.” Watson told The 
Jerusalem Past on Friday in An inter-

“Last spring's first London peo- 
ples’ marathon had an entry of 
7,700, while next year 16,000 have 
been accepted from the 80,000 who 
registered. There is at least one race 
every week in Britain throughout the 
year, and new events are coming 
out all over the place.” 

More and more women are com- 
peting in marathons. There were 
over 1,000 in the London run, with 
the winner being 44-year-old Joyce 
Smith, mother of two daughters and 
the world's No.3 over the distance. 
Disappointingly, there were only 17 
women among the Galilee meet's 
500 participants. 

Watson comments, “Long- 
distance running gets into your 
blood. People lose weight and feel 
so much better after a run and along 
the way there is a marvellous social 
atmosphere and a feeling of 
brotherhood among the com- 
petitors." 

The handful of six-day races in 
the world are divided between 
Australia, Britain and the U.S. The 
London race was probably the 
oldest athletics event held in the 
British capital, having been staged 
regularly at the Royal Agricultural 
Hall in Islington from about 1860 
until early this century. As in box- 
ing, big prize money was at stake in 
challenge matches. Towards the 
end of the period, women as well as 
;men took part in these races. 

' Watson is hoping to be among the 
•five women and 15 men invited to a 
six -day race at London’s Crystal 
Palace next winter, under the spon- 
sorship of Nestles. The competitors 
race on a 400-metre all-weather 
track, “running as much as possible 
and sleeping as little as humanly 
possible.” The women's champion 
in the event is American Marcy 
Shwam, who covered 380 miles in 
the allotted time. 

Watson praises the hospitality 
yvhich the British group received 
from the Israel Runners Club, and is 
enthusiastic about the IRC'b 
programme of promoting a love for 
running and jogging among the pop- 
ulation here. 

A disappointment For her in the 
Galilee marathon was the almost 
complete lack of spectators along 
the course. “Back home, we have 
crowds five to ten deep lining the 
route. This gets you going and gives 
you a big lift.” 

Runners Association heads Bob 
Misrach and Barry Sbaw informed 
the post that the IRA has registered 
35 of its members for the London 
marathon.

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Peaceful Christmas 


THE EYES of the Christian world turn to Bethlehem once a year for 
the traditional Christmas celebrations at the Church of Nativity and 
the midnight mass which is transmitted to millions of television 
viewers all over the world. Once again this year, Christmas in the 
Holy Land was celebrated quietly and peacefully as Bethlehem and 
Jerusalem proved that they can be a tranquil island in a strife-riddetr 
Middle East. 

If the traditional ecumenical spirit of the Christmas celebrations in 
Bethlehem was preserved this year, despite repeated attempts by 
both Palestinian Arab extremists and Jordanian officials to disrupt it. 
it is in no small measure thanks to the personal courage and political 
wisdom of Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij. He had to withstand strong 
pressures from boLh sides, including calls on Jordanian television that 
he himself and his municipal council should boycott this year's 
Christmas celebrations, because they are being held — as it happens 
for the 15th time — under the auspices of the Israel authorities. 

But Mr. Freij was not deterred. He understood, rightly so, that 
Christmas which is at the veiy heart of Bethlehem's life, should not 
be allowed to become a pawn in the political power game of the 
region. 

The Bethlehem Mayor also refused to cancel his traditional 
Christmas Eve luncheon reception which is being held each year in 
honour of Christian, Moslem and Jewish dignitaries, including the 
foreign consuls who are based in Jerusalem, the mayors and coun- 
cilmen of Bethlehem's two sister towns, Beit Jalla and Beit Sahur, 
foreign dignitaries who happen to spend Christmas in Israel, the 
Mayor of Jerusalem and senior Israel military and government, of- 
ficials. 

On Christmas Bethlehem becomes the spiritual capital of the 
Christian world and there is no reason to play with Christmas prestige 
because of certain political events, as Mr. Freij aptly put it. it is a 
comforting thought that he had the courage to uphold the traditional 
spirit of understanding and brotherhood which more than anything 
else symbolizes the spirit of one of the holiest days in the Christian 
calendar. The responsible attitude of the church dignitaries and the 
foreign diplomats who made certain that there should be no change 
in the annual Christmas tradition this year is certainly also commen- 
dable. 


One of the new aspects on the Israel side this year was the presence 
of Prof. Menahem Miison, the newiy appointed head of the civilian 
administration in the West Bank, who for the first time represented 
Israel in place of a military governor. He also brought Israel's holiday 
greetings to the Bethlehem Mayor’s reception and attended the mid- 
night mass together with Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Koliek, Jerusalem 
District Commissioner Rafael Levy and the military governor of 
Bethlehem. 

It was perhaps this new set-up of the West Bank administration, 
aiming at bringing closer any prospects for introducing some sort of 
Palestinian autonomy in the area, which prompted the joint Jorda- 
nian and PLO-sponsored calls for a boycott of the traditional 
Christmas celebrations. Although the failure of these boycott calls 
makes the smooth and peaceful passing of the holiday an even 
greater achievement, one should not implicate Mr. Freij's determina- 
tion 4o uphold Bethlehem’s Christmas spirit with any ulterior

•political motives. 

If anything, his courageous action was an expression of much 
needed political wisdom and pragmatism which alone can help show 
the way towards a solution of the intricate and seemingly insoluble 
Palestinian problem. 


POSTSCRIPTS 



SCIENTISTS are battling 
termites which have eaten 

away almost the entire 

ceiling of the magnificent 12th- 
century Norman cathedral of 
Monreale, in Sicily. But their task is 
complicated because they cannot 
use insecticides for fear of dis- 
colouring frescoes in the church, 
considered an architectural wonder 
of the Middle Ages. 

There are signs that termites are 
also attacking other historical 
treasures in Sicily, including 
Palermo's Palatine Chapel, known 
for its rich Arab-Nonnan decora- 
tion and honeycomb-tike wooden 
ceiling, and the cathedral in Cefalu, 
east of Palermo. 

"There’s no scientific explanation 
why the whole roof didn't collapse 
years ago," said Prof. Giovanni Lot- 
ta, an insect specialist at the Univer- 
sity of Palermo who is directing the 
.restoration work at Monreale. 

• He said only hollow and rotten 
wooden beams were supporting 
tons of brick tiles on the roof when 
the damage was discovered in 1977. 

' Lotta said the termites fear light 
and as the result, there was no 
damage in any exposed wood. 
"Nobody suspected a termite attack 
until parts of the roof over the main 
apse sank about 20 centirocLres, 
because the insects ate only the in- 
terior, just like leaving cans after 
emptying their content,'' Lotta said. 
! Openings were made in various 
places to bring in light and reduce 
the humidity to a level that would 
prevent termites from breeding. 

Soon after the termite damage 
was discovered, new support beams 
■were inserted and transparent nylon 
"safety nets were hung below the 
.ceiling. The anti-termite operation 


and restoration did not begin until 
late 1979 when Lotta finished the 
study on the termites. 

All the beams and panels over the 
side naves also have been replaced 
and a network of ventilation duels 
has been installed.

A BURGLAR who went 
to the aid of his police 
captor rather than escape 
from a patrol car was given a 
suspended sentence recently by a 
Lot don judge. 

Snaresbrook Crown Court Judge 
Monroe Davies praised the actions 
of motor mechanic Peter Hamlet, 
34, of East London, as "gallant” and 
said he had saved the policeman 
from serious injury. The captured 
burglar was left alone in the police 
car in March of last year when the 
policeman jumped out to chase a 
man involved in a street fight. The 
officer, after intervening, himself 
came under attack. 

Hamlet rushed to the constable's 
rescue, pulled the attacker off him 
and even used the patrol car radio 
to call for assistance, the court 
heard. 

After lauding Hamlet’s actions. 
Judge Davies gave him a nine- 
month suspended sentence for 
guilty pleas on four burglary 
charges covering the theft, of auto 
parts worth £20,000, one of at- 
tempted burglary and one of taking 
a vehicle. 

Davies added Hamlet had helped 
recover most of the stolen goods. 

BUT WATCH OUT for 
pickpockets with 
magnets: Iron is as good 
as hard cash, workers in a Turkish 
steel company have decided. The 
Milliyet newspaper said recently the 
metal was acceptable currency 
when the Karabuk Steel and Iron 
Works in the Black Sea region gave 
2,000 retiring workers severance

All of the departing steel men got 
paid in denominations of pig iron, it 
said. 

The state-run steel enterprise dip- 
ped into its pig iron reserves —

THE ISRAELI annexation of the 
Golan Heights is likely to be the 
first crisis confronting the new UN 
Secretary-General, Javier Perez de 
Cuellar. Five days after the soft- 
spoken Peruvian diplomat succeeds 
Kurt Waldheim on January 1, Perez 
de Cuellar will take part in a 
Security Council meeting to "con- 
sider taking appropriate measures" 
against Israel, if the Golan Law has 
not been rescinded as set forth in a 
unanimously supported Security 
Council resolution last week. ' 

On December 30, one day before 
the end of his 10-year-term as 
secretary-general, Waldheim is 
scheduled to report to the council 
on Israel's failure to comply with 
the resolution, which characterized 
the annexation as "null and void" 
and demanded a recision of the law 
"forthwith.” 

Although the U.S., to Israel's 
chagrin, voted in favour of the 
Syrian-sponsored resolution, the 
Americans did manage to make two 
important changes in the Syrian 
draft resolution during the negotia- 
tions preceding .the vote. 

First, a proposed one-week 
deadline for reconvening the coun- 
cil was pushed back to January I. 
Secondly, instead of a request for 
the council to meet again to “take 
necessary measures" — a clear 
reference to the possibility of im- 
posing sanctions against Israel in 
case of non-compliance — the com- 
mitment in the final text was.only to 
’‘consider taking appropriate 
measures" against Israel, a "softer” 
reference to sanctions. 

The U.S. also was able, to change 
the term "necessary" measures to 
“appropriate" measures — again, a 
less pointed reference to sanctions. 

The Americans, who from the 
outset made it clear to Israeli of- 
ficials that they would do their best 
to enable the U.S. to join in support 
of a resolution calling on Israel to 
rescind its action, tried in vain to’ 
eliminate all mention of a deadline 
and to instead call for reconvening 
“as soon as possible." 

The reason for that effort was ob- 
vious; the U.S. felt that an im- 
mediate Security Council meeting 
would shift attention from the 
Polish crisis. The U.S. was also con- 
cerned about the international 
criticism which could have resulted 
from an American veto of a resolu-

ON THE DAY after the vote, Arab 
spokesmen, including the Arab 
League’s UN representative Clovis 
. Maksoud, . expressed satisfaction 
over the U.S. decision to support 
the anti-Israeli resolution. But they 
noted that the "test would come” 
when the council reconvenes early 
next month to discuss the additional 
measures it should take against 
Israel. 

The big question is, of course, 
whether the U.S. and its allies will 
agree to support a Security Council 
resolution imposing sanctions. 
Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger, speaking on an ABC- 
TV news programme, refused to 
rule out that possibility. On the 
other hand, press reports coming 
from Washington have indicated 
•that the U.S. has already promised 
Israel that it would veto such a 
resolution. 

Although Arab officials here have 
not expressed any optimism about 
the U.S. joining in a sanctions 
resolution, they noted that during 
the negotiations, the U.S. did not 
seek to eliminate the reference to 
the possibility of sanctions. 

■ “The fact that the U.S. was even 
willing to consider the possibility of 
discussing sanctions against Israel,*' 
noted one Arab diplomat in a press 
briefing here, “is in itself major 
progress from our point of view.” 


BUT THE person who probably has 
the answers to these questions has 
kept totally silent. The U.S. Ambas- 
sador to the UN, Jeane Kirkpatrick, 
preferred to let her deputy Charles 
Lichtenstein cast the vote in favour 
of the anti-Israeli resolution, while 
she, as one observer put it,” was 
hiding in Washington." 


In contrast to her high risibility 
last June when the U.S. supported a' 
Security Council condemnation of 
the Israeli raid on the Iraqi nuclear 
reactor, Kirkpatrick kept' a Very low 
profile this time. Her aides made it 
clear that ail decisions on the UE. 
position were made in Washington, 
and that they were "technicians” 
following orders from, the White 
House and the State Department: 

When she took up her post. 
Kirkpatrick and her team cf mostly 
Americao-Jewish “neo- 
conservative" aides stressed' that 
they would launch a major*. pro- 
Israeli campaign. ■ - 

In day-to-day activity in the 
General Assembly and in several in- 
ternational forums, Kirkpatrick and 
her aides made every effort to 
enhance Israel’s diplomatic posi- 
tion, even threatening to withdraw 
U.S. funds if an attempt were made 
to expel Israel from the UN. She 
also succeeded in passing the Coun- 
cil's first resolution ever to con- 
demn the PLO, forthe killing of two 
UNIFIL soldiers. 

But the pro-Saudi tilt cf the new 
administration backed by a strong 
pro-Arab “petro-military lobby,” 
combined with certain Begin 
policies that antagonized 
Washington, have eroded the posi- 
tion of the pro-Israeli team at the 
UN. 

Observers bere do not question 
Kirkpatrick's commitment to Israel 
— just recently she published an ar- 
ticle in the New Republic rejecting 
any possibility of an American 
dialogue with the PLO. 

But they note that she has been 
mentioned several times as aserious 
candidate to replace either Richard 
Allen as national security adviser or 
Alexander. Haig as secretary of 
state, a fact that might make her 
position as the major pro-Israel ad- 
vocate in the pro-Saudi Reagan 
cabinet more difficult.

EMIGRATION THROUGH THE CENTURIES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Past 

Sir, — Your editorial concerning 
emigration from Israel, “A disturb- 
ing deficit" (November 1 1), touches 
upon a problem that troubled the 
Land of Israel since biblical times. 
Small and poor, but inhabited by a 
talented and ambitious people, it 
lost in the past much of its popula- 
tion to the rich empires around it. 
Long before the Roman conquest of 
Judea, the city of Alexandria, for 
example, had aJewish population of 
nearly one million, large Jewish 
colonies prospered in Rome and in 
Spaia, and Jewish communities and 
trading posts spread from the Rhine 
to the Atlas Mountains. 

The Roman geographer Strobe 
wrote 2,000 years ago: “These peo- 
ple (the Jews) have already found 
their way into every city and H 
would be difficult to discover any 
place in the habitable world where 
this tribe is not present and where it 
has not made its presence felt.” 
Indeed, so influential were the Jews 
in commerce, finance and society in 
imperial Rome that on Yom Kip- 
pur, much of public activity was 
brought to a standstill (not unlike in 
today’s New York), and Emperor 
Augustus mentions in his lei ter to 
Tiberius that, in deference to the 
Jewish community, he himself 
observes the fast. The influence or 
the “Jewish lobby" at the Roman 


Emperor’s court was such that the 
strict laws forbidding exports of 
gold abroad were modified to per- 
mit Jews to send donations to 
Jerusalem. 

There is little doubt. that the 
political and financial Influence of 
these early yordim proved beneficial 
to the Jewish State with which they 
preserved their emotional and 
material ties. We can safely assume 
that Jerusalem actively encouraged 
this continued relationship. The 
State of Israel would do well today 
to study the past and accept 
realistically the fact that oppor- 
tunities offered by countries such as 
the US., Canada and Australia will 
be irresistible to many of its young 
and ambitious. It should therefore 
concentrate its best* efforts on 
building ever stronger ties with its 
emigrants and perhaps, as was the 
case in ancient times, they will 
prove to be one of Israel's unique 
assets.
